Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-32 and 34-57 (of the device claims) are 
generic as to the species listed above.

Furthermore, 
there would be a serious burden on examiner if restriction is hot required because the 
different species require a search of different materials that provide for an anabolic 
process and catabolic process. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-14, 17-19, 26-71, 74-76 and 82-108 are 
generic as to the species in this group.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-25, 28-82, 85-108 are generic as to the 
species in this group.
